TAKES UP ADUTT EXTRADITION CasE 


Judge Jenkins Has the Matter Under Ad- 
visement for Ten Days. a 
Judge Jenkins occupied a place in the 
United States Circuit Court for the first time 
Saturday. The case heard was that of Jacques 
Liceo Adutt, now in custody of the United 
States Marshal, who prays for his release un- 
der a writ of habeas corpus. A writ of cer- 
tiorari had also been issued, and the evidence 
adduced m_ the oreliminary hearing 
before Commissioner Hoyne was placed be- 
fore the court.

Adutt. Commissioner Hoyne subsequently 
gave Adutt a bearing, and after reserving the 
evidence ordered him to be detained until the

BOW TO GET s0UTR AMERICAN TRADE. 
_ A late report made by the Consul at Callao 


on American-Peruvian trade contains some 


statements which may be. of interest to Chi- 
cago manufacturers who feel inclined to try 
their fortune in South American markets. 
The Consul says only a smail part of the 
Peruvian trade is in the of American 
manufacturers because thoy fail to comply 
with demand of consumers in certain es- 
respects. Speaking of cotton and 
woolen goods he observes that merchants have 
remarked to him frequentiy: “Why do not 
your merchants have agents here as those of 
other countries have, with authority to quote 
prices and with samples, or, what would be 
better, with une actual goods .on sale here?” 
The Consul adds that during the last two years 
while he kas met tra salesmen in other 
lines he has never seen one offering cotton 
goods. It is not strange that there is a poor 
demandf'in Peru for American cottons. 
In the next place American manufacturers 
and dealers generally give a credit of thirty 


days at most after presentation of draft. If | 


the goods are sent by sailing vessel this means 


payment about seventy days prior to their re-- 


ceipt. European merchants draw, as a rule, 
ninety days from arrival) of goods. South 
Americans expect to be given long credits. If 
Americans want their trade they 
modate them. . 

Then the Peruvians say the

UNPROFITABLE MILLING. 

A paper published in the interest of the 
flour riilling fraternity complains that there 
is nothing in the business, here or in other 
lands. It states that the American millers al- 
lege they. cannot work at a profit, but they are 
no worse off than their brethren abroad, The 
millers, of Buda-Pesth have -recently held a 
meeting to see if they could not obtain con- 
ceseions whereby they could regain some of 
the export trade lost -to the United States. 
The Austrian millers are compiaining of the 
competition by Hungarians who have been 
forced out of the English market by the Amer- 


icans and are now “taking it out’ on their 


nearer neighbors. The millers in England 
and Scotiand have suffered severely, and this 
would seem to be chiefly because of increased 
competition from America, 

It thus appears that, metaphorically speak- 
ing, the millers of the United States who 
cater to the export trade have first of all cut 
the throats of the and are now en- 
gaged in performing the same operation 
among themselves. They have competed for 
business to such an extent &s to reduce their 
own profits almost to the starvation point 
after having driven the European trade to 
despair. ‘There is only one satisfactory ex- 
planation for this, It is that the flour milling 
business of a few years ago in this country 
was so profitable that it invited an enormous 
extension of facilities by those anxious to get 
ashare of the advantage, and it is now over- 
done. It ig the old. story of inordinate

loss by fire, He said that instead of using 
every possible means of protecting the prop- 
erty they take little or no precautions to save 
the companies from loss. Many of —— 
immense quantities of merehan one 
inclosure, and will keep on por 
pacity in length, breadth, and height so long 
as they find the companies willing to under.

bank account. It must be done by a gradua- 
tion of the rate of premium im about the same 
ratio aé the increase of risk. When the 


average insurer becomes convinced that he 


will be made to pay in proportion to the 
amount of the risk assumed by the company, 
not only in respect to the cash value of the 
property insured, but to the conditions sur- 
rounding it, then he will take an active inter- 


est in having the best attainable conditions 


supplied by himself or landlord, and not be- 
It may seem ‘Wifficult if not impossible for 
the companies to carry out ths policy while 
there. is between them so much competition 
for business, But it is their only hope. If it 
cannot be done now it may’ be possible in the 
future when many of them have been forced 
to the wall, jJeaving a much smaller number 
to compete for the business. And in this re- 
spect it may be that the agents need educat- 
ing more than do the public. Very few of the 
capitalists who hold stock in the insurance 
companies want to see pusiness written on 
terms which are not safe to themselves as 
well as to the parties whose property is in- 
sured.

Naw Youre, April 9—({Special.]—As. fore- 
shadowed in this dispatch a week ago, the 
- bulls have madé a good fight this last week. 
They have done their best. They have ob- 
tained some advantages. They have not, 
however, accomplished anything what 
they anticipated and intended. The street 
has been filled with hurrahs and tnere has 
been a free and easy distribution of 
professional cheerfulness. Only the stecks 
of railtoads reaching Chicago have 
shown any natural sympathy iu the move- 


ment undertaken by the bull contingent. } 


This is due-chiefly to the fact that the only 
bull argument which receives sensible consid- 
ération has to do with tne World’s Fair and 
the prospects of the big traffic growing out it. 
St. Paul, which, it was explained here a week 
ago, was likely to lead in any improvement, 
has scored a sharp advance. Roads similarly 
situated have followed. 


Outside of stocks which have naturally gone 


up through the efforts of the bulls there have 
been some others which have been lifted for 
reasons wholly apart from their earning 
power.or their intrinsic value, present or pro- 
spective, Chicagé, Burimgton and Quincy 
isan instance. Harly'in the week it was run 
up above 97. This was not, because Wall 
street has suddenly become imbued with 
the idea that Burlington is a good in- 
vestment, but merely because Wall street, 
having become. persuaded that a stock so 
situated was bound to go down, had oversold 
it.
